The men were among the first to 
enter the doctoral program when it 
was inaugurated at API. in 1952, 
Clemens John Ackerman of Chicago, 

Ill., received the Ph.D. in animal hus- 
bandry and nutrition. Prof. W. D. Sal- 
roon, head of the department of ani- 
mal husbandry and nutrition, was his 
major professor. Dr. Ackerman wrote 
his dissertation on his research in “The 
Bio-synthesis of Choline.” 

Dr. Ackerman, a veteran of World 
War II, received a bachelor of science 
degree from the University of Illinois. 
He earned a master of science degree 
from API in 1952. He is now on the 
teaching and research staff of the de- 
partment of bio-chemistry and nutri- 
tion at Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
Blacksburg, Va., which is headed by 
Dr. R. W. Engel, formerly an Auburn 
faculty member. 

Herman Davis Alexander of Pied- 
mont. received his Doctor of Philoso- 
phy degree in animal husbandry and 
nutrition. He earned his bachelor’s 
degree in 1950 at Auburn, and his 
master’s degree two years later. * 

Dr. Alexander’s doctoral dissertation 
is entitled, “The Effect of Lipotropic 
Factors and Related Compounds on the 
Prodnetion af Nutritional Edema in the 
Rat.” Dr. H. E.. Sauberlich, professor 
of animal husbandry and _ nutrition,

was his major professor. Dr. Alexander 
is now assistant animal nutritionist at 
API. He will devote full time to re- 
search on the effect of ionizing irra- 
diation of the nutrient properties of 
meat. 


Joins Auburn faculty 
HOWARD FRANCIS TUCKER of Lo- 
gan also was awarded a Doctor of Phi- 
losophy degree in animal husbandry 
and nutrition. Dr. Tucker was graduat- 
ed from Auburn in 1949 and earned 
his master of science degree in 1951. 
He spent a year in doctoral study at the 
University of Missouri before Auburn 
announced its doctoral program. 

Prof. W. D. Salmon served as Dr. 
Tucker’s major professor at API. His 
dissertation is entitled, “Investigations 
of Etiology of a Syndrome in Swine 
Characterized by Dermatitis. and Asso- 
ciated Symptoms.” This spring he was 
recognized for his outstanding research 
when he won the first Sigma Xi award 
at API. The award for a student mem- 
ber of the scientific honorary is pre- 
sented only when outstanding research 
merits such recognition. 

As a member of the Auburn depart- 
ment of animal husbandry and nutri- 
tion, Dr. Tucker will continue his re- 
search with swine. “He will also serve 
on the teaching faculty. 


Education degree 

REX ALLWIN TURNER, president of 
Alabama Christian College in Mont 
gomery, is Auburn’s first doctor of 
education (Ed.D.) Dr. Turner received 
a bachelor of arts degree from Howard 


‘College, a bachelor of laws degree from 


Jones Law School and master of 
science degree from API in 1946. 

Dr. Raymond H. White, research 
professor in education, served as Dr. 
Turner’s major professor. His disser- 
tation is a study of “Principles of 
School Law with Applications to Ala- 
bama’s Public School System.” 

Dr. Turner, who worked in the field 
of school administration, taught in the 
public schools of Alabama for three 
years, served as a minister in the 
Church of Christ, and was one of the 


founders of Alabama Christian College 
in 1942. He served as co-president un= 
til 1948, when he became president. 


Worked with carp 

ABDUL RAHMAN KHAN ZOBAIRI of 
Pakistan received his Doctor of Philo= 
sophy degree in zoology-entomology 
with a major in fisheries managemen€ 
in absentia. 

As deputy director of fisheries in 
the Directorate of Land and Water 
Use for the government of East Ben- 
gal, Pakistan, Dr. Zobairi was called 
home by his government when he 
completed his research early in 1955. 
Dr. Zobairi holds bachelor’s and 

master’s degrees in zoology and che- 
mistry from the University of Mysore, 
India. He came to API to work in fish 
management under Fish Culturist H. S. 
Swingle. He- received’ his master’s de=- 
gree in fish management from Auburn 
in 1952. 

The Indian scientist conducted ex- 
periments on feeds and rates of feeding 
for the common carp, one of the princi- 
pal food fishes of Pakistan. 

He was 4 research officer in the In- 
dian Department of Fisheries from 
1945-50, and published his studies of the 
natural history of principal inland fishes 
of Madras. 


Others in program 

ABOUT 25 OTHER graduate students 
have enrolled in the doctoral program 
on a full-time basis. Part-time students 
bring the total of students working 
above the master’s degree level to 
about 50. 

Dr. Parker pointed out that the 
Ph.D. degree is offered in mathe- 
matics as well as in animal hus- 
bandry and nutrition and zoology- 
entomology. The degree may be earn- 
ed in a fourth field, poultry hus- 
bandry, in collahoration with the de- 
partments of animal husbandry or 
zoology. The Ed.D. degree is offered 
in the area of\ school administration 
and supervision.

The graduate dean pointed out that 
the doctoral program will help Auburn 
attract stronger staff members, who are 
interested. in research and teaching 
graduate students.

Requirements 


API REQUIRES three full years of 
work for doctoral degrees. This must 
include residency, which may be estab- 


_ lished in three consecutive quarters of 


full-time work or. five consecutive 
quarters of two-thirds load, if the stu- 
dent holds a fellowship ‘or assistant- 
ship. é 

Upon the presentation of accept- 
able credentials, students are admit- 
ted into the doctoral program. They 
become candidates for degrees only 
when they pass preliminary examin- 
ations. 

“Prelims” are given when Ph.D. stu- 
dents have passed two foreign language 
examinations, almost all their course 
work and have obtained approval of 
a dissertation topic. Ed. D. students 


have no foreign language requirements 


to meet. 

About’ 10 students at Auburn have 
passed preliminary examinations and 
are now doctoral candidates. This means 
that Auburn will award a number of 
doctorates within the next several 
years. 


Other degrees 


PRESIDENT DRAUGHON also con- 
ferred 536 other degrees at the June 
graduation. These included 39 master’s 
degrees and 66 doctors of veterinary

medicine. 

Other graduation day activities in- 
cluded the presentation of Sullivan 
Awards (see story on page 3), the com- 
missioning of 95 Air Force and Army 
cadets and Navy midshipmen, and the 
traditional president’s coffee honoring 
graduates, their families and friends. 

Commencement speaker was Dr. 
Oliver C. Carmichael, president of 
the University of Alabama. He de- 
scribed the “severest test of Ameri- 
can educational philosophy,” to come 
in the next 15-20 years with rapidly 
increasing enrollments from elemen- 
tary school to college. 

He reviewed America’s educational 
development, citing the fact that with 
seven per cent of the world’s popula- 
tion, the United States has more youth 
in college than the other 93 per cent of 
the world. “America’s fantastic de- 
velopments of the past 100 years have 
stemmed more largely from her faith 
in education than from any other 
factor,” Dr. Carmichael believes. 

Crediting the land-grant*system with 

“a more profound influence than is 
generally realized,’ Dr. Carmichael 
said, “It has contributed much to the 
advance of science, engineering, agri- 
culture and technology, which in turn 
advanced materially the American 
economy welfare.” 

The University president. stressed 
need for and economic values of hu- 
manistic studies. “The humanities 
are mot luxuries,” he explained. 
Americans are increasingly realizing 
the importance of non-technical as 
well as technical education, he stated. 

“A desire for new knowledge in all 
areas has resulted in unprecedented 


emphasis on research not only in uni- 
versities, but in government, business 
and industry,” he added.

GEN. NOBLE entered the U. S. Army 
Medical Corps as assistant surgeon in 
1900 after his graduation as an M.D. 
from Columbia University, He served 
in the Philippines with the Depart- 
ment of Sanitation and with the Pan- 


ama Canal Commission. 

He did public health work in com- 
batting mosquitos in Puerto Rico, yel- 
low fever in Ecuador, and pneumonia 
in South Africa. For his work in France 


in 1918-19, Gen. Noble was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal. 

After his retirement as a major 
general in 1925, the Auburn alumnus 
was named director of a Rockefellow 
Foundation Yellow Fever Commis- 
sion in Africa. 


Gen. Noble was president of the Au- 


burn Alumni Association in 1929-30. 
He served 23 years as president of the 
Choccolocco Council of the Boy Scouts 
of America. He is active in civie affairs 


at Anniston. In 1929 he won a loving 
cup from the Anniston Star for his 
“unselfish civic service.”

Trustees hear report on 


Stadium Addition — 


COMPLETION OF 6,320 additional 
seats and a modern press box on the 
west side of Cliff Hare Stadium in Au- 
burn is scheduled by the opening of 
football season this fall, members of the 
Auburn Board of Trustees were told 
at their annual meeting June 6. 


The trustees, at a special meeting 
April 29, had authorized President 
Ralph B. Draughon to proceed as rapid- 
ly as possible on the»stadium addition: 
Dr. Draughon told the trustees that a 
contract for $208,440 for the stadium 
was awarded to Batson-Cook Co. of 
West Point, Ga., after competitive bids 
were opened in late May. 

Additional costs to be paid by the 
college will increase the total cost of 
the work to about $275,000, API Busi- 
ness Manager Travis Ingram told the 
board members. The enlarged stadi- 
um will seat about 30,000. 


The trustees will probably be called 
into special session later in the summer 
to approve the sales of bonds for the 
stadium. The First National Bank of 
Montgomery, Sterne, Agee and Leach 
of Birmingham and Thornton, Mohr 
and Farish of Montgomery will handle 
the bond issues. 


Dormitories 


THE THREE FIRMS will also handle a 
bond issue of $750,000 to finance the 
construction and equipping of dormi- 
tory facilities for 160 men and 136 
women students. These three dormi- 
tories will not be ready for occupancy 
until the fall of 1956. 

Earlier API trustees had authorized 
the administration to negotiate with the 
Federal Housing and Home Finance 
Agency to finance the new dormitories. 
President Draughon. expressed the 
opinion that negotiations, with private 
bond firms would bring lower rates of 
interest than with the federal agency. 

Final sale of the bonds must be ap- 
proved by the Board of Trustees. 


Budget approved 

THE TRUSTEES approved the annual 
budget for the operation of Auburn’s 
three state-wide services of instruction, 
agricultural research and agricultural 


extension for the fiscal year beginning 


July 1. , 

The budget, similar to the current 
one, calls for $12,852,844.90 to op- 
erate the three divisions. Estimated in- 
come includes student fees, legislative 
appropriations, governmental coopera- 
tive programs and all other sources of 
revenue. 
merely estimates, subject to change if 
the income varies. 

Breakdown of the budget shows the 
following allotments:

WHENEVER THE Mississippi Power 
Company calls its executives into con- 
ference, it brings together three ‘Au- 
burn men. ‘ 


One is the company’s president, Lon- 
nie P. Sweatt, 715, who has served in 
that capacity since 1944. 

The other two are Sherman Lewis 
Muths, ’22, and William J. Carr, ’23. 
Both have received recent promo- 
tions. Mr. Muths moved up from vice 
president and general manager to ex- 
ecutive vice president of the utility, 
while Mr. Carr has been elevated 
from assistant to operating manager. 
All three men have been with Missis- 

sippi Power since it began operations 
in 1925. 


Early days 


“DURING THE EARLY period, as as- 
sistant to the general manager, I sup- 
ervised and operated small isolated 
plants and distribution systems,’ Mr. 
Muths recalls. 


Today Mr. Muths has over-all res- 
ponsibility for operation of the com- 
pany, which serves 23 counties of 
Southeast Mississippi. Headquarters 
are in Gulfport. 

While the company was expanding, 
Mr. Muths organized and supervised 
the meter department, as well as the 
construction of an interconnected high 
voltage transmission system,” From 
assistant superintendent of operations 
Mr. Muths advanced to operating man- 
ager to member of the board of direc- 
tors to vice president.

THE TWO power company executives 
were at Auburn together, although not 
in the same class. Both took electrical 
engineering. Mr. Muths graduated in 
1922, while Mr. Carr earned his B. S. 
degree a year later. 


Auburn was “a very small country 
town, with a few stores, dirt roads, a 
slick hill to climb from the depot, the 
water tank, one train a day, beautiful 
trees and old rustic school buildings,” 
Mr. Muths remembers. The shops and 
laboratories were crowded, and the 
equipment was “possibly outmoded.” 

Among their “outstanding profes- 

sors were Arthur "St. Charles Dun- 
stan, ’89, and William Welshs( Tubby) 
Hill, "97, of the electrical engineering 
department. Prof. Dunstan was “bril- 
liant.”. “You would never want to 
cut his classes. He always had a good 
joke to tell when his lectures were 
dull,” Mr. Muths explained. Students 
had to work to pass in Prof. Hill’s 
classes. 

Other teachers they remember are 
Dean George Petrie of the history de- 
partment, Bolling Hall (Bull) Cren- 
shaw, mathematics, and Berner Shi, 
registrar, who was “genial, good-nat- 
ured and always helpful.” 

Sherman Muths is a native of Mo- 
bile. He and his younger brother, 
George Alwyn, ’22, entered Auburn to- 
gether in 1918.
